EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Claim 1 , line 6, "the insulative housing" has been changed to - - the dielectric 
housing - -. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -3 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. For claim 1 , applicant invention combination including: "the housing comprising a 
plurality of spaced notches in the sidewalls and the end walls, and wherein each of 
shields comprises a plurality of spaced latches extending inwardly and downwardly from 
the flat body thereof and the wings and engaging with the notches of the sidewalls and 
the end walls, The base defines a plurality of slots and wherein the flat body and the 
wings comprises bottom edges received in the slot. The sidewalls defines a plurality of 
grooves of inside surface thereof and communicating with the slit of the sidewalls and

wherein each of the shields comprises a plurality of engage portions exposed in the 
groove of the sidewall" is not taught by Katoh or suggested by other prior art of record. 

Katoh among other difference does not discloses all limitations as discussed 
above, therefore does not meet claim 1 limitations, which are basic to the invention. Nor 
would inclusion of such feature be an obvious change.
